'J'lie more civilized we boeome 
ilie more laws against crimes we liave: 
the more laws, tlie more of recorded 
eilmes. and it is iindnulitedly true that 
Ihe eriinimil, as well as the isior, 
•Sliall never cease out of tlie hind.’ ’’ 

Lll.e the olliers of his ehiss, wlio re¬ 
gard the present crazy so<-l.tl system 
us saertsl, he pul all Ids faith In tlie 
reforming of the criminals after they 
have bi‘eoine erimiiuils, ratlier thmi in 
so eliiiiiging the system as to stop tlie 
muklug of erimiuiils. It didn’t enter 
his liead that the incentives to crime 
could be done awa.v witli. And yet lie 
said ill Ids .address tliat "(lulte !K) per 
cent, of crimes arc against property.” 
AU; you see, tlierc is an economic rea¬ 
son back of crime, after all. And so 
It Is plain that Socialism would wipe 
out at least !H) |H-r <-ent. of the erlnies 
we are now intlletisl witli—and also a 
good share of the other It) per ei-iit. 

It is the want of the iieople that 
drivt-s some to crime, and tlielr ilcgia- 
datloii growing out of their poverty 
that inspir(‘S other forms of crime. 
But a prison congn-ss made up of enj)- 
itidlsts and capitalistic toadlt-s ciinnut 
see this plain fact. They tire willing 
to admit everylldng else than that the 
present system is the root cause.

"Witli tlie increase of ]K>pnIntion and 
advnnolng civilization, human wants, 
and perluips human neials, are greatly 
imiUiplied, ami tlien- is also an ever- 
iiiereiising dlllieulty. heeutise of oom- 
potitions, to jirovlde tlie means of liv¬ 
ing. Tlien tlie de]>rivatlon and illssi- 
Iiatlo.tts of tlie improvident class jiro- 
diices degeiicrncy tninsmittiKl to gen¬ 
eration after geiierallon. and more and 
niori' uf tile |><*ople IsH-onie disi|unlilted 
as well ns disinclined to satisfy their 
wants liy legitimate earnings. It can¬ 
not 1 h> said that an Increiise of wants 
Is an evil, for It is not; on the con¬ 
trary, tile wants of mankind form the 
basis of all social progress, but the 
security of property Is at the verj- 
foundation of siKdety."

tliat old chestnm nliout provident and 
improvident lasiple. I’rovidence iind 
improvidence is not tlie secret of suc¬ 
cess or failure in life to-day. It may 
liave formerly lH*en. when opiKirtnni- 
tles were greater. But to-day hun- 
drtsls and tlionsatids an- plunged Inaid- 
long down into tlie abyss of misery 
and iMiverty hy the lulxir-displncing 
mncidnery and hy the bliKid-Biicklng 
of profit.

Working men have no cause to envy 
the business men, he said. They are 
carrying the same burden in a dif¬ 
ferent form. The average business 
mail has but smiiil capital and limited 
credit. The struggle grows fiercer day 
by day. his profits lessen, his expenses 
increase as the result of competition. 
The specter of ruin, disgrace, bank¬ 
ruptcy, stares him in the face, and at 
.''iG,’ wlien he should be mature, Ills 
life has entered its decline. Business 
is war, one has to enlist fur life, and 
there is no escape until death comes 
for the reseue.

-V hardware ileiilei said to me after 
uttendliig one of inj meetings: "Yon 
miglit lie a nst-ful man but your work 
is in tlie wrong direction.” At that 
tliii? his Iiusiiiess was jirosperous. 
M’llhin two years a competitor came 
into town and he was gradually driven 
ini') l)nnkrui)tey, I lield anot.'ier meet¬ 
ing tliere and ]it tlie close the same 
Ilian came to me and said, “I am with 
you.” He liad seen the result of tlie 
working of tills system.

'I’liis system is destroying itself. 
.And Socialism will tullpw as Ihe eul- 
miiiatioii of eapitalism If not a word 
iiior* be siiuki-n. Coiupetiiion will 
eoiiiinne until tlie different interests 
liave tiei'ii liaruionized in mono]Hj|y.

It can organize a de- 
liaucliing lohliy in every stale in tlie 
Union, dictate tlie appointment of tlie 
Jmlli'iary. Tlie nets of tlie law are so 
s>‘t as to calcli llie minnows and let 
tile wiiales go. .Mr. Pullman was sum- 
moiled - liefore tlic same eonri as 1. 
H'‘ liad a whispered conference witli 
tlie judge and got off; I tried tlie .same 
plan and got six months.

I do not attack individuals. I op¬ 
pose tile system. A few men collect 
togetlier properly wliieh iliey can 
never use, wJiile the iminy suffer. No 
woikingmiin ean ohtaiii employment 
nnless lie is willing to iiart witli 
nearly ail he produces. 

In the final analysis the competitive 
system ruins all, including tlie capi¬ 
talist. The Socialist systeii' Is com- 
plaineil of as attacking properly. It 
is not so. It is the capltiiiist system 
that attacks property.

The eapiuihsllc sys¬ 
tem is calliMl the survival of the fittest. 
It Is not: it is the survival of Gie slick¬ 
est, the slirewdesl. If you roll a innii 
and are sent to Jail you tire at last 
given a clmiiee to work. If the state 
ean give you a cliance to work after 
you eoinniit crime, it can g've you a 
cliance liefore. Ciipllalisni makes 
criniinnis of eltizciis. Socialism makes 
citizens of erimlnals.

BRUTES FOR GOVERNORS. 


new .MontJnich 1ms I><*<*li instltutml 
liy the infamous Austrian government. 
Tile .Mnnkns, a newspniH'r of Fdnf- 
klielien, reports of the sufferings ex¬ 
perienced hy ]iolitieiil prisoners in 
Croatia, Austria. During the rt*cent 
eliH'tlons s«*veriil persons, including 
Some Soclnllsls. were in caret* rated hy 
the government. They were given 
saltotl herrings and nllowetl nothing to 
drink. They 8Uffer<*d sti imieli from 
tliirst that they drank their own urine. 
Tiu*y wt*re eunipellml to run round 
their cells until they fell from exhans- 
tit'U. wert* lK*aten with a dog’s whip, 
and tortured so that two of their num¬ 
ber explr(*(l from their sufferings. 

AH this'Inhuman cruelty took place 
in onli*r to make the prisoners confess 
imaginary erhnes. The.sc rewelations 
have l)een made by the chief editor 
of the Slobodii, a paper published in 
Agrain. Of the 67 prisoners who were 
arrested with the editor, ten have died, 
and as many more-are expected shortly 
to be relieved by death from their suf¬ 
ferings.

If the idea Is carried out—and that 
seems pretty well a.ssuretl—the wom¬ 
en will no longer lie obllgetl to pay 
the exorbitant prices now prevailing, 
tlielr gowns will not 1 h? suspected of 
harboring the germs of Infectious dis¬ 
ease, and the workmen will receive a 
wage large enough to provide a clean 
and decent llvlng.-New York Journal.

MCKINLEYS’ BROTHER HAS A PULL. 


William .\Kior Chaiilcr of New York, 
ill a ;'.)’.!■!!'• address, charges that .\li- 
I'cr McKinley, the president's brother, 
liiiil iiiarte a pile of money during tlie 
war liy acting as attorney for a nuni- 
licr of clotliing firms wlilcli liad oil-' 
tallied eoniraets from the secrebiry of 
war for supplying uniforms for the 
.soldiers in the field. 

Mr. Ohanler says that In many 
cases Ihe elotjilug thus supplied was 
made of cheap and worlhli»8.s material 
wlilch fell to pieces when exiiosed to 
I lie rain. lie insisted tliat it would be 
the duty of the next congress to lii- 
vesligiite the methods liy which these 
miilracis were awarded. 

It lias lieeii a matter of coninion 
knowledge In Nt'w York for more than 
a year that Abner McKinley was do¬ 
ing a paying liuslm-ss liy acting as at¬ 
torney for claimants and contractors i 
in the various departments. He was 
formerly an attorn<*.v at L'aiiton. O., 
but soon after the eliH-tlon of liis 
bnithcr William to the presidency lie 
removed to New York, wliere lie 
opentsl a law office-in Wall street. 
.Vbout the time that President McKin¬ 
ley took hold of tlie helm of state Ab¬ 
ner McKinley went to Wiishliigton and 
establislieil himself at the Ebblit 
I louse. 

lie remnliiisl in Waslilnglon during 
the extra session of congress in tie- 
spring of 1S!I7 and returned to New 
York again last fall. He was in Wasli- 
iiigton almost eonlinuotisly from the 
time eongre.ss assi-mbled last Decern- 
iK-r until the peace protocol with Spain 
was signed. During the winter he liad 
a good deal of Inisiiiess in the interior 
deimrtmeut. In one mining case from 
Colorado he reci-lved a fei- of S'JO.ODd. 
and he also collected another princely 
fee for IiKiklng after the interests of a 
wealthy nincliman In .New Mexico. 

Wlieii Ihe troiiiilc wltli Spain Iie- 
gan .\liuer McKinley transferred Ids 
atleiitlon to the war department and 
it was a matter of common talk that 
he iippenrid as attorney for most of 
Itie successful eoniractor.s. Some time 
In Ma.v la.st he was said to be Inter- 
esieil In liaviiig awarded to a New 
Y ork liriii a contrael for supplying 
elTTihltig to the amount <if iilHiut $r><V 
(Kst It turned out afterward tliat a 
responsible Philadelphia firm had suli- 
mitted a bid SDMKK) less tliiiii that of- 
the New York manufacturers. 

The Philiidelpidii concern ihrealeueil 
to make troulile. but was llnally si¬ 
lenced with till- promimi that It should 
liave a goisl conlract for siiiiplyiiig 
clotliing as siKiii as another award 
was made. The iiromlse was kept and 
tile Philadelphia dealers siHriired an 
award at even better figures tlinn liiul 
iH-en olitalned b.v Ibelr' New York 
rivals. This method of ]iayliig “hush 
tnouey” prevented the exposure of a 
gigantic scandal. 

N. U. Bimberg of the National 
Equipment Company, 12 East Twenty- 
tblrd sireeL New York City, manufac¬ 
turers and dealers in unifonns. lias 
signed a statement. Involving the 
name and Influence of Abner McKin¬ 
ley. brother of the president. In 
curing contracts for army equipment. 
I|Ie says he Idd on IDO.tXK) uniforms, 
but when the bids were opened they 
were tlirown out and the contract re- 
MilvertJseil. He claims Ills bid. was 
the lowest and says: 

“M'hllc I was watching the opening 
of one of these contracts a man who 
was known as a go-betwt-en In the 
war department matters snapped his 
fingers at me and said: ‘Von have not 
got the right Influence.’ 

“He said he was a great friend of 
Abner McKinley, the brother of the 
, president, and tliat he could get me 
a numlier of contracts. I agreed to 
nuH>t this mini and we talked over 
matters. Then he brought to me a 
form of contract drawn by a law 
firm. According to thLs agns-ment I 
was to pay a certain percentage to 


tills go-between, and it was explained 
to me that this sum would be neces¬ 
sary in order to secure the influence 
of Abner McKinley.’’

He also has another 
estate in Hie -Viliroudaeks, consisting 
of l.'sJ.IKiil Hires, a large part of which 
Is to Ik* fenced In to contain moose, 
elk. iiuil dwr. Another son-in-law has 
an estate adjoining Dr. AVebb’s, in tlie 
Adiruiidiieks, which contains aliout 
l(Mi,(»iKl acres. 

.Mrs. M'illiiim II. Vanderbilt bus eight 
sotis and ihiugliterK. and their com- 
liineil weaith is said to exceed IsMXl,- 
• MS 1,1 SSI. Her eldest daiigliler. Mrs. 
Elliot F. Siiepard. has liiiilt a most 
lieatitifiil mansion, containing uluitit 
2iiD rootns, al ScarlMiroiigh, on Ihe 
Httdsuii. , 

'I'lie litle .lay Go-ild's eoittitry seat 
eontaiiis l.iKHi acres. Willi its mar- 
ble muusloii it cost over a million dol¬ 
lars. George Gould has a nulalile snm- 
iiier seal, in tin* Catskills, witit 'iHUI 
acres of mountain forest. Part of iliis 
is Iticlosed liy a fence of tliirty-two 
strands of barlied wire, within which 
are kept lierds of elk ami deer, 1k*- 
sides lilieasaiits and other small game. 

Kx-Goveriior Morton, twenty times 
a millionaire, lias a phiet* at IMiine- 
lieek. N. V.. wli**ri* l.tMH) acres are un¬ 
der ariistle eiiitivation. Ills tiarn is 
.■-< 1(1 feet long and i-ost nearly a million 
dollars. 

Atisiin Corliin lias a vast estate in 
New Hampsliin*. eontiiiniiig 2t!.tKKi 
acres. He lias liad tliirty miles of 
liarl'ed wire fence plaeeil arouinl his 
park, at a cost of .'iTiMNKi, and lias 
placed witliin reindeer from laibrailor. 
wild lioars Irom Gi'rniany, nuHisi* from 
Montana, elk from tin* northwest, deer 
from tile Maine forests, iiartridges 
from Virginia, and Imres from B»*l- 
ginin. 

William Hoekefeller lias started oiil 
to lieat all otliers in a private paik and 
game prt*si*rve. It is on the Pocanileo 
Hills, .V. y. It is said that twenty 
years' labor will In* reqtilriKl to eoin- 
plete his plans for making the finest 
private park in tin* FiiIIikI States, if 
not in tin* wliole world. Tlie honsi*, 
Itockwoml Hall, lias already cost Sl.- 
."SKi.lMib, but very i(meh more Is to lie 
spent npoii an elalioraie sebenn* of 
laiidsetipi* gardening. Tlie projieny 
extends from tin* hilts to tin* river, 
wliere it lias a frontage of a mile. 
Over a dozen farms and country seats 
were iii)sorln*d to form tin* irael. One 
reslden<*i* tliat cost .<2ii<i.(K)ti was torn 
down lieeaiisi* it interfered with tin* 
view.—Harriet E. Orentt.

eDiidlllo’ns, If I eiiii entertain the 
pttlilic wltliont touching on any of the 
abovi forlildtlen subjects, my iKisltton 
will n*niuln open, and 1 can (*ari) 
bread for myself and loved ones; but 
If 1 allow the snpiir<*sfK*d trillli to leak 
out. 1 will be turned out to swell the 
ranks of .Xiiiericaii tiampdoni.''

SOCIAL DEMOCRATIC PARTY PLATFORM 

The Social Democratic Party of 
America declares that life, liberty and 
happiness for every man, woman and 
child are conditioned upon equal po¬ 
litical and economic rights. 

That private ownership of the means 
of production and distribution of 
wealth has caused simlety to s' lit Into 
two distinct classes with conUlctlng 
interests, the small possessing class of 
capitalists or exploiters of the labor 
force of others and the ever-increasing 
large dispossessed class of wage-work¬ 
ers. who are deprived of the soclally- 
due share of their product. 

That capitalism, the private own¬ 
ership of the means of production. Is 
respunsiblle for the Insecurity of sub¬ 
sistence, the iioverty. misery and deg¬ 
radation of Oie ever-growing majority 
of our people. 

That the same economic forces 
which have produced and now Inten¬ 
sify the capitalist system will compel 
the adoption of 8ocinllsm, the collec¬ 
tive ownership of the means of produc¬ 
tion, for the common good and welfare, 
or result in the destruction of civiliza¬ 
tion. 

That the trade union movement and 
Independent (lolltical action are the 
chief eiuanciputlug factors of the 
working class, the one representing 
Its economic, the other its political 
wing, and that both must cooperate 
to altolish the caititalist system of 
production and distribution. 

Therefore, the S(x:lal Democratic 
Party of America declares its object 
to be the establishment of a system of 
co-operative production and distribu¬ 
tion, tUrougb the restoration to tne 
people of all the means of production 
and distribution, to be administered 
by organizet) euclety in the Interest of 
the whole people, and the complete 
emancipation of society from the dom¬ 
ination of capitalism. 

The wage-workers and all those In 
sympathy with their historical mis¬ 
sion to realize a higher civilization 
should sever connection with all cai>- 
itallst and reform parties and unite 
with the Social Democratic Party of 
America. 

The control of political power by 
tlie Social Democratic Party will be 
tantamount to the abolition of capi¬ 
talism and of all class rule. 

The solidarity of labor connecting 
us witli millions of class conscious fel¬ 
low workers throughout the civilized 
world will lead to International So¬ 
cialism, the brotherhood of man. 

As steps In this direction, we make 
the following demands: 

1. Revision of our antiquated Fed¬ 
eral Constitution lu onler to remove 
the oltstacles to full and complete con¬ 
trol of government by all the jieople, 
Irre.spectlve of sex. 

2. The public ownership of all indus¬ 
tries controlled by monopolies, trusts 
and combines. 

3. The public ownership of all rail¬ 
roads, telegraph, telephone, all means 
of transiKirtation. communication, 
water works, gas .nd electric plants, 
and all other public utilities. 

4. The public ownership of all gold, 
silver, copper, lead, coal, iron, and all 
other mines; also all oil and gas xvells. 

5. Reduction of the hours of labor In 
proportion to the Increasing facilities 
of production. 

(!. The Inauguration of a system of 
public works and Improvements for the 
employment of a large number of the 
unemployed, the public credit to be 
utilized for that purpose. 

7. All useful inventions to be free to 
all, the inventor to be remunerated by 
tlie luiblic. 

8. Labor legislation to be made na¬ 
tional instead of local, and Interna¬ 
tional where possible. 

0. .National Insurance of working peo¬ 
ple against accidents and lack of em¬ 
ployment and pensions In old age. 

111. Ei|ual civil and iKititical rights 
for wotnen, and the abolition of all 
laws discriminating agniiist women. 

11. The adoption of the Initiative and 
Referendum, and the right of recall of 
representatives by the voters. 

12. Abolition of war as far as the 
United States are concerned, and the 
introdnetion of international arbitra¬ 
tion instead. 

The Social Democratic Party of 
America does not hoi>e for the estab¬ 
lishment of social order through the 
lncr<*iise of misery, but on the contrary 
exjiects Its coming through the deter¬ 
mined. united efforts of the -workers 
of both city and country to gain and 
use the political |)ower to that end. 
In view of this we adopt the following 
platform for the purpose of uniting 
the workers In the country with those 
In the city: 

1. No more public land to be sold, but 
to be utilized by the United States or 
the slate directly for the public benefit, 
or leased to farmers in small parcels 
of not over 640 acres, the state to make 
strict regulations ns to Improvement 
and cultivation. Forests and water¬ 
ways to lie put under direct control of 
the nation. 

2. (JoDstmctlon of grain elevatoro, 
magazines and cold storage buildings 
by the nation, to be used by the farm¬ 
ers at cost. 

8. The postal, railroad, telegraph and 
telephone services to be so unlt^ that 
every post and railroad station shall 
be also a telegraph and telephone cen¬ 
ter. Telephone service for farmers, as 
for residents of cities, to be at cost. 

4 . A nnifonn postal rate for the 
transportation of agricultural products 
on all railroads. 

6. Public credit to be at the disposal 
of counties and towns for the improve¬ 
ment of roads am! soil and for irriga¬ 
tion and drainage. 










the workmen of many Rusaiau towns 
elected delegates, who met and dec.ded 
to form one federation or party, which 
Is called “The Social Democratic Lu- 
Itor Party of Uie Russian Empire." 
That party has its own printing ottiee, 
itnd issues (ciandestlnely) its paper 
and lunuphlets for workmen.

The manifesto ends with an appeal 
to tlie local workers to Join the or¬ 
ganised section of their'comrades. Of 
('ourse, no names are attnehed to this 
app<‘ai. It simpiy hears the mark, 
"Printed hy the Don Committee,” and, 
in iarge letters, “Read it and pass it 
on.” 


Capital has always claimed, and still 
claims, the right to combine. .Manu¬ 
facturers miH.‘t and determine prices, 
even in spite of tiie great law of sup- 
I)ly aanl demand. Have the laborers 
the s.ime right to cvnsult and com¬ 
bine? The rich meet in the bank, club- 
housi* or parlor. Workingmen, when 
they combine, gather in the street. jVll 
die organized forces of society, are 
against them. Capital has tlib armv 
and navy, the legislature, tli*c Judical 
und executive departments. When the 
rich combine it is for the purpose of 
“exchanging ideas.” M'hen the poor 
comldne it is a “conspiracy.” If they 
defend tliemselves it is “treason.” How 
is it that the rich control the depart- 
luents of the government? In this 
eountrj’ the political power is equally 
divided among men. There are cer¬ 
tainly more |>oor than rich. Why 
should the rich control? Why should 
not Uie laborers combine for the pur¬ 
pose !of controlling the executive, the 
legislative and Judicial departments? 
M’ill they ever lind how powerful they 
are? . \ cry comes from the opjiressisl, 
tile hungry, from the dowutrotldeu, 
from the unfortunate, from the de- 
splsiHl, from men who despair, 
and from womim who weep. 
There are limes when mendicants Ik-- 
eome revolutionists—when a rag ts'- 
eonuw a banner, under which tlie 
iioldest and the bravest battle for the 
right: 

How are we to settle the nnetiual 
|•ontt^st iHdwei'ii man and machine? 
M’lllithe machine tinally go into jiart- 
iiersl)ip with the laborer? Can these 
forcos of natitre be controlled for the 
lieneiit of her suffering children? tVill 
exiravagance keep pace with Ingenu¬ 
ity? Will workmen iK-come intelligent 
enough and strong enough to Iwcome 
tlie owners of machines? M'lll these 
giants, these . Titans, shorten or 
lengtlien the hours of lalxir? tVill 
tliey give leisure for the industrious, 
or willl they make the rich richer and 
tlie poor poorer? Is man Involvtsl in 
tile "general selieme” of things? Is 
there no plt.v, ito merej'? Can man Ik>- 
como intelligent enough to be generous, 
to be Just; or diK-s the saine law or 
fact control him tliat controls the ani¬ 
mal or vegetable world? The great 
oak steals tlie sunlight from the smiUl 
tft'cs. the strong animals devour the 
Weak—everytlilng at tlie mercy of 
beak, and claw, und hoof, and tooth— 
of hand and clitli, of brain and gretsl 
—lniH|uaIity, injustice everywhere. 
The poor horst* standing in the street 
wit It his dray, overworked, over- 
whippetl and underfed, when lie sws 
other horses groomed like mirrors, 
glittering with gold and silver, scorn- 
lug with proud feet the very earth, 
liroliably indtilges in the usual Social¬ 
istic reflections, and this same horse 
worn out and old, desertisl by his mas¬ 
ter, turned into the dusty road. leans 
his head on the topmost rail, looks at 
donkeys in a Held of clover :ind feels 
like a nihilist. 

In the days of cannibalism the 
strong devoured the weak—actually 
ale their tlesli. In spite of all tlie law's 
that man has made, in spite of all ad¬ 
vances In science, the strong, the 
heartless, still live on the weak, the 
unfortunate and tlie foolish. True, 
they do not eat their flesh or drink 
tlieir bloisl, but they live on their la- 
iKir. on their self-denial, tlieir weak¬ 
ness and want. The poor man who 
ileforms himself by loll, who lalsirs 
for his wife and children llirongh all 
ids anxious, liarren. wastisl life—who 
goes to tile grave williout ever having 
one luxury—has been the fisd of 
others. He lias been devoured by ids 
fellow-men. The poor woman living 
in the bare and lontdy room, cheer¬ 
less and fearless, sewing nlglit and 
day to keep starvation from a clilld, is 
slowly being eaten by her fellow- 
men. M'hen I lake into consideration 
the agony of civilized life—the fail- 
uri>s. Hie anxieties, the tears, the 
withered holies, the bitter realities, 
the hunger, the crime, the humiliation, 
the shame—I am almost forceil to sa.v 
that cannlbali.sm, after all, is the most 
merciful form lu which man has lived 
itpon his fellow-man. 

It is imiMjssilile for a man wltii a 
good lieun to be satisUed with this 
world as it now Is. No man can truly 
iiijoy even what he earns—whaOie 
knoivs to lie his own—knowing that 
Uiilliuns of his fellow-men are in mis¬ 
ery and want. When we think of tlie 
fuiiilshed we feel that it Is almost 
heartless to eat. To meet tlie ragged 
and shivering makes one almost 
ashanuHl to l>e well-dresseil und warm 
—one feels us though his heart .was as 
cold ns their bodies. 

In a world tilled with millions and 
millions of acres of land waiting to 
be tilled, where one man cun raise 
the food for hundreds, millions are on 
the edge of famine. M’ho can com¬ 
prehend the stupidity at the liottom of 
tills truth? 

Are the “laws of supply and de¬ 
mand,” invention and science, mono- 
pbty and competition, capital and leg- ■ 
islation, always to be the enemies of 
those who toll? Will the workers al¬ 
ways be ignorant enough to give their 
earnings to the useless? Will they 
suiiport millions of soldiers to kUl the 
sons of otlier workingmen? Will they 
always build temples and live in huU 
and dens themselves? Will they for¬ 
ever allow parasites and vampires to 
live upon their blood? Will they re¬ 
main the slaves of the beggars they 
support? Will honest men stop tak¬ 
ing off their hats to successful fraud? 
M ill Industry, in the presence of 
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About the two Socialist Federations 
organized In Russia 1 was right when 
I wrote you that the lack of news did 
not imply their disorganization by the 
recent arrests. “The Russian Free 
I’ress P'und” (lo, Augustus Road. 
Hammersmith, London) have Just re¬ 
ceived information showing that the 
activity of the Russian Socialists is 
fur from dead lu the Empire of the 
Tzars. On the Ifith September last, 
at night, a hectographi'd manifesto, 
issued !n the name of the local com¬ 
mittee of the Social Democratic I-si- 
bor I’arty of the Russian Empire, was 
spread among the skilled and un¬ 
skilled workers of the manufacturing 
town Taganrog (of the Don-Oossack 
Territory). This was the first token 
of the existence of that fetlerailon in 
tlic town, and it was a great success. 
The iHillce got wind of the manifesto 
at once, and began on the morrow a 
searching Investigation as lo its au¬ 
thorship and distribution, but so far 
without avail. 

Tile manifesto shows that tlie So¬ 
cialists are conducting their propa¬ 
ganda lu the regular English style. 
Thu men must lie taught to organize 
in trade unions before they are fit 
to take up muuiciiial or Imperial ques¬ 
tions. To M’esteni EuroiH*ans it ai>- 
pears a crude and tame epistle, more 
like a uilddle-age document: but It is 
liisiruetlve, never!helesrf, as showing 
what our fatJiers had to struggle for, 
and as indicating the present situation 
of the Russian workers. 

The following are some of the most 
interesting passages: 

TIIE SOCIAL DEMOCRATIC I,.\- 
ROR FAUT'V OF THE RUS¬ 
SIAN E.MP1RB. 

Comrades! Nearly forty years have 
passed since Hie Russian people iie- 
camc frt>e from the dominion of the 
serf-holders. The time when the serf- 
holders eoubl do with us wliatever 
they llkeil is over long ago. Noliody 
has any right now to sell us, or to 
make sinirt of us, yet still our life is 
wfetchetl. The iM'Usantry were al¬ 
lotted land: but that land has lieeii so 
taxtHl and rated that whatever they 
can get by work is taken from tliem 
by the treasuty. TTie people desert 
their villages, because they get noth¬ 
ing there but hunger and cold. They 
go to the mills and works und sell 
themselves to those fleectws, the 
wcalUiy manufacturers and cxmiract- 
ors. . . . Millions of peasants liavu be¬ 
come unskilled workers now. Rut the 
kind of life that is lu store for our un- 
skiUiHl workers we know pretty well 
by experience. They know no differ¬ 
ence lietween day or night, wcHtk day 
or holiday: they know no real rest, 
but are sinking under the weight of 
work beyond their strength. For 
some- 15 or at) pence a day we are ci>m- 
pelled to work from the very morning 
until night, and out of this money we 
have to pay our tax«‘s as well as to 
iiiaiutain our -families. . . . After a 
day's work in mud and smoke one has 
no home to go to. We have to sleep 
on iKiards, on stones, ami on the damp 
earth. M’e are going almut in rags, 
with our skin shining through the 
holes, and in bare feet. 

Comrades!! there is no more miser¬ 
able life than that of an unskilleil la¬ 
borer! Rut he is not the only one who 
suffers. . . . The time when skilled 
workmen recelvetl good wages is gone. 
Some 15 years ago, the engliuHws 
earned good wages, ns much ns £10 
per month. Now an engineer, to earn 
£5 or £U iier montli, must work on Suu- 
liays, and holidays, in the evenings, 
and at night. . . . Comrades! we do 
not like to know that foreign workmen 
earn at our works and factories so 
much more than we do. that they have 
better food and clothes and a more 
courteous treatment meted out to 
thi>m. Rut if we were to ask them on 
these points, we should learn that 
they did not get these advantages for 
notliing. There was a time, and it is 
not very long since, wlien the work¬ 
men in other countries lived the same 
life that we are living now. . .'. Rut 
they got to understand that, provided 
the workers have the will to do it. 
and unanimity in action, they can at¬ 
tain anything. . . . The workmen of 
different works and factories, when 
opportunity arose, asketl tlndr masters 
for concessions. If the masters did 
not grant those demands, the ,work¬ 
men quietly went to their respective 
homes, and refused to return to work 
until they got what they wanted. . . . 
It was only by means of such a strug¬ 
gle that they came to receiving far 
higher wag<*s tlian we do, while work¬ 
ing far shorter hours: ten, nine, and 
In many places even eight hours a day. 

. . . They read Journals, books, and 
periotllcals, and gather from them 
what Is going on in the world. Md by 
what means to make human existence 
happier. . . . That is why foreign 
workers who come to Russia get good 
wages and are treated with deference. 

. . . Comrades! our fate Is In our own 
hands. Not till we begin to struggle 
for our own rights sludl we have a 
happier life. We must keep together, 
and rememtier that each must stand 
for all. and all for each. . . . 'We do 
not want to break or to ruin anything; 
we do not want to riot; all we want 
is to strike at n favorable moment— 
that is. to stop work and not to return 
to It until our demands are aecedei! to. 

. . . M’e must get better laws. But 
to get them we must be united. A 
great many of our workers under¬ 
stand this already. And last spring 
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Another Sucinlist message, dated 
•Seiitember 2Sl. comes from St. I’eters- 
hiirg. Its contents are of a very sad 
eharacter It Is a list of liic-arcerated 
persons and Hio.se awaiting deiiorla- 
tion on suspicion of “iMilltlcal untrust- 
worthiiicss." It is nl.so an eiicounig- 
liig sign of the times, ut. it liears the 
testimony Hint anotlier group of Rus¬ 
sian Socialists, who puiiilsh the clan- 
dcstiiic paper, “Tlie M’orkinnn's 
Thouglits,” is Iiy no means cruslitsi by 
Hie slilrrl of Hie |'M'aci‘-lovlng Tzar 
Nicholas. Tlie list itself show's that 
wiiat tile goveriinieiit is mostly (iglit- 
ing against is Hie lalior aiovement. 
Out of 1.50 persons tll7 men ami :{;! 
girls and women) 55 are working peo¬ 
ple. the rest (.">8 men and 27 women) 
IM-Iougiug to a variety of lllieral pro¬ 
fessions, ■ sucli as doctors (male and 
reniale), liarristers, clerks (male and 
fenialei, slatisHciiins, tecliniisil en- 
giiUHTS, undergraduates (11 male and 
six female), etc. 

If we take Into consideration that 
the 150 arrested. alKive mentioiied. 
comprise St. Pciersliurg alone, and 
Hint extensive raiding and arn-stiiig 
was in activity ri'cently in M'arsaw, 
Ijodz. and in the south of Russia, we 
must conclude that the Imperial peaciv 
makers in iiitcrnatioiial iK>litli-s are 
pretty militant within the Empire 
against unarmed iHHiple. Rut for 
every cimmplou of tlie Just cause 
w'liom they immure in tlieir “stone 
lings” tlic-re springs up somewhere a 
new one, if not two or thre»‘, wlio take 
his place in the ranks of Russian act¬ 
ive Socialist iiropagniida.—11. M. R. In 
The (’larioii. 
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I Col. Rolx'rt G. Ingersull has writ¬ 
ten a good iiiiiuy foolish things on the 
siiliject of lalior aud capital, but the 
following Is one of the finest gems In 
Hie whole list of labor literature, and 
so we eau forgive him the other 
things.] 

Invention has filled the world with 
eompetltors not only, of labor hut of 
iiieeliaiiies—iiiee-haiiics of the higiiest 
skill. To-day the ordinary laborer Is 
for tile most part u cog In a wht>el. 
He works with the tireless—he feeds 
Hie iusatlalile. M'heii Hie monster 
stops the iiiiiii 'is out of employmeui— 
out of bread. He has not saved any- 
tlilng. Tlie iimehliie that he fed was 
not fecHllug him—the invention was 
not for his benefit. 

Tile oHier day I lieiird a man sa.v 
Hint it was Impossible for Hiousamls 
of good meebanics to get employment, 
ami that In bis Judgment the govern¬ 
ment ought to furnish work for the 
people. A few minutes after, I heard 
uuotlier sa.v that he was Si'lling a pat¬ 
ent for cutting out clothes-that one 
of the iimehiues could do the work of 
twenty tailors, that only the week lie- 
fore he hud sold two to a great house 
In New York and that forty cutters 
had iHMfii discharged. 

On ever.v side men are lieiiig dis¬ 
charged und umchtiies are being iu- 
veiiteil to take their places. M’hen 
Uie great factory shuts down, the 
workers who inhabit It and gave it life, 
ns thoughts do the brain, go away, 
and it stands there like an empty 
skull. A few workmen by force of 
liublt gntlier about the clos<-d doors 
and broken windows and talk alKUit 
distress, the price of food and the com¬ 
ing winter. They are convinced Hiat 
they have not hud their share of what 
their labor creatc-d. They feel certain 
that the iiiachines iusido were not 
their friends. They look at the man¬ 
sion of Hie employer, and think of the 
place where they live. They have 
BuviHl nothing—nothing hut them¬ 
selves. The employer seems to have 
enough. Even when emjiloy'o fail, 
when they liecome bankrupt, they are 
far better off tlian the laliorers every¬ 
where. Their worst is lietter than the 
tollers' best. 

The capitalist comes forward with 
his specific. He tells the workingman 
Hint he must lie economical—and yet, 
under the present system, economy 
would onl.v lessen wages. Under the 
groat law of supply and demand, everj’ 
saving, frugal, self-denying workman 
is unconsciously doing what he can do 
to reduce the compensation of himself 
and bis fellows. The slaves who did 
not wish to run away helped fasten 
chains on those who did. ito the sav¬ 
ing mechanic Is a certificate that the 
wagt*8 are high enough. Does the 
great law demand that every worker 
should live on the least possible 
amount of bread? Is It his fate to 
work one day that he ma.v get enough 
food to be able to work another? Is 
that to be his hope, that and—death?
